THE QUAIL—CONCLUDED. 

The object of the game laws of this country, different en¬ 
tirely from those of Europe, which reserve the right of kill¬ 
ing game to privileged classes, .is intended merely to protect 
the animals from annihilation, by guarding them during the 
periods of niditiention, incubation, and the immaturity of 
the broods—and their operation is consequently limited to 
prohibiting the killing of game during certain seasons of the 
year. 

The great difficulty which has hitherto resisted the efforts 
of all those who see the utility of protecting game, has been 
found iu the impossibility of getting farmers to enforce these 
laws. Misapprehending their object, and overlooking their 
own interests in the matter, they have never as yet been will¬ 
ing to prosecute the offenders, or to prohibit their own neigh¬ 
bors from killing in season and out of season, although they 
have perhaps at times enforced the law against strangers. 

The reason of this seeming perversity lies, 1 believe, main¬ 
ly in the inadequacy and absurbity of the laws themselves; 
which, having been framed without any proper understand¬ 
ing of the subject, naturally appear to the land-owner use¬ 
less, vexatious, and made for the pleasure of the men of cit¬ 
ies as opposed to that of the countryman and farmer. 

1 have shown, in my articles on the woodcock, that the 
law does not protect that bird sufficiently long, for the 
broods arc not half-grown in July, and that the woodcock is 
consequently on the verge of absolute extermination. I have 
shown that July shooting is obnoxious to the farmer, be¬ 
cause it leads to the damage and destruction of his standing 
crops; and 1 will now add that it is unfair toward him iu its 
operation, because the Summer is his busy season, and be¬ 
fore the Autumn when he has leisure to enjoy ticld-aport, 
the woodoock are all destroyed by loafers and pot-hunters. 

I have proposed, therefore, that the close time during 
which woodcock may not be killed, taken, or sold, shall be 
extended from the Hrat day of February until the first day 
of October. 

This alteration will save the immature bird from slaugh¬ 
ter by mere cockneys: will pet as a guard to the crops 
of the farmer; and, lastly, will give a fuir opportunity 
of enjoying field-sports to him, who has the best right to en¬ 
joy them, the owner and occupant of the land whereon the 
game is bred and reared. 

I now come to the quail; and, for reasons which 1 shall 
presently give, as well as to produce simplification and uni¬ 
formity, qualities which always tend vastly to the practica¬ 
bility and enforcement of the law, I would propose that the 
close time for this bird Bhall be the same as that for the 
woodcock—from the first of February, namely, until the 
first day of October. 

The laws at nresent prohibit the killing of quail in the 
state of New York, except between the twenty-fifth day of 
October and the first day of Jnnuary ; in the State of New 
Jersey, except between the first day of November and the 
first Jay of January; and in the State of Pennsylvania, ex¬ 
cept between the first day of September and the fifteenth 
day of January. 

Now the first day of November and the twenty-fifth day 
of October are both needlessly late in the season; and the 
first of January is needlessly surly in the season for the 
termination and commencement of close time. 

The great majority of the bevies of quail are quite full 
grown on the first of October; except in very backward sea¬ 
sons, and except in the case of a few very late third bevies. 

Let it be observed, that I do not say that all the bevies are 
full grown; but that they are so, in the proportion of three 
bevies out of four, will not I think be disputed. 

Now the object of the law is chiefly to prevent the dep¬ 
redation of pot-hunters, poachers, idle boys, and village or 
city loafers, who will kill game at all times when they can 
sell it. The good sportsman, if he falls upon a bevy of half 
grown birds calls ofl his dog at once; because such chirpers, 
as they ore(tcchnlcally named, afford him no sport in the 
field, and are not fit to serve up on the table. 

The very class, moreover, from whom all danger accrues 
to thu hair-grown bird, I mean the prowling market shooter, 
compulsorily spares the half-grown quail, because the vic¬ 
tualler will not buy it. 

The victualler will buy the half-grown woodcock, because 
at the period when the law allows them to be killed and 


| sold, he can get none other, eight tenths of all July birds 
being half-grown younglings of that Summer; the quail, 
however, he will not buy half-grown at all, because he has 
always the option of purchasing full-grown birds at the same 
period of the year. 

Ilcncc I argue that the quail runs no danger whatever, 
from anticipating the present shooting season by one month; 
since the sportsmen will not kill the young bevies, from 
true sportsmanship, and the poacher will spare them, be¬ 
cause they are of no use to him when killed; and because 
to shoot them is, therefore, a mere waste of powder and shot. 

It will, on the contrary, be a farther protection to them; 
since the farmer, as the law now stands, clearly perceives 
the absurdity of prohibiting the killing of perfectly mature 
birds, at the very season which is the most agreeable for 
out of doors exercise, and the most suitable for sporting. 

Still worse is the prohibition to kill quail during the 
month of January—a prohibition grounded on a total igno¬ 
rance of the habits of the bird. 

It never pairs, under uny circumstances, earlier than the 
beginning oj February, and in backward years, not earlier 
than March, ank even April. 

It was only yesterday that I counted fifteen birds in bevy 
within fifty yards of my door. 

I will now cite a fact to show the evil operation of such 
capricious and useless legislation. 

My notice was called, a fortnight since, to a protest, by 
some highly respectable farmers in the vicinity of New- 
hurg, exclaiming against all game laws as oppressive, vex¬ 
atious, and made so as "to restrict not only the liberties, 
but the legal rights of one class of society, for the exclu¬ 
sive pleasure, and not for the benefit of another"—and giv¬ 
ing notice that they will kill game on their own premises at 
all such times as their convenience, pleasure, or interest 
may dictate. 

This protest contains this remarkable passage: “Hut why 
prohibit the killing of game after the first of January? 
Clearly because the weather is then too uncomfortable for 
the loafers to leave tbeir grog-shops, and because that is 
the only season when the farmer has leisure, and ran take 
suets recreation." 

Now these gentleman are in error, it is true; but only as 
to the intention, not as to the operation, of the law. The 
prohibition to kill game after the first of January, is useless, 
vexatious, absurd, und oppressive to the farmer; though cer¬ 
tainly it was not intended to be so by those who framed it. 

The only chance there is of linviug game laws enforced, 
is not only in seeing that they lie just, but that they seem 
. just. 

They are now unjust, and appear to be more unjust than 
' they are. 

I f ul them in their right form, and no such question us the 

- above will be asked; or, if asked, it can be answered at 

> once by a statement of the actual fact, that the close time 
' is intended to protect birds during thu breeding scuboii, and 

during that only. 

> Therefore, I say, open the season for killing and selling 
quail, woodcock, rutted grouse ( culg. partridge) and rabbit 

I from the first of October to the first, or. if thought better, 
■ even until the fifteenth of February. We shall then pro- 

- ted each of these animals during the whole time in which 
s they need protection, and no longer; we shall avoid the ap- 
s peurance, as well os the reality, of partiality and injustice; 
i we shall ultimately enlist the farmer as a law-preserver, in¬ 
stead of u law-breaker; and, iu the end, we may hope to 

; have fine autmnal shooting throughout the land, instcud of 
r seeing all the species of game utterly exterminated. 
r I have two more observations to make under this head, 
i with which 1 ahull close this somewhat, I fear, over long 

- paper. 

i The first is addressed to those gentlemen, who procure 
the passage, and were engaged in the framing of the law as 
r it now stands. Their object was doubtless, to extend the 
: utmost possible preservation ‘to the quail, fearing the ex- 
; tinction, during the deep snows of Winter, by trapping and 
the gun. 

I Now the fact is, that the quuil is in far less danger of ex- 

- tinction than the woodcock. 

Fanners, seeing the quail bred and wintered on their 
; land, accustomed to see them daily feeding on their stub- 

> hies, and during severe storms taking shelter In their born 
yards, regard them in some sort M poultry; do to a certain 


degree protect them; und frequently forbid tho pursuit of 
them, while they offer no objection to the hunting of the 
migratory and swamp-haunting woodcock. 

The woodcock, moreover, is much more easily killed, par¬ 
ticularly during the absurd and barbarous Summer shooting; 
and lastly it is a matter of fact that, while for fifty miles 
round all our large cities, and even our considerable villages, 
the woodcock has become almost extinct within the last ten 
years, the quantity of quail has very slightly declined, if at 
all, during the same period. 

Deep snows and severe weather may thin them for a time, 
but one or two pros|>erous seasons bring them about again, 
and the stock is as numerous as ever. 


With regard to the woodcock, on the contrary, I know 
fifty swamps myself, wherein, ten years ago, it was an easy 
thing to kill twenty birds in the morning, in which there has 
not been a solitary cock seen for the last six or seven seasons. 

There 1 b no fear, therefore, of injuring the quail, by ex¬ 
tending the open season for shooting, while certain annihi¬ 
lation must fall on the w'oodcock if summer shooting be not 
instantly abolished. 

My second appeal is to the farmer, to whom I desire to 
point out, that it is vastly for At* interest to enforce the 
game laws, even if he care nothing about shooting himself. 

The fondness of field sports has increased much of late, 
and the quantity of game diminished so greatly, that if in 
any section of the country, where game of any kind abounds, 
two or three owners of adjoining farms would combine to 
preserve their game strictly, allowing no persan to shoot it 
atjnny season, and rigorously prosecuting for every trespass, 
and every breach of the game laws, they could readily let 
the exclusive privilege of shooting, over every thousand 
acres so preserved, for two or three hundred dollars a sea¬ 
son, or perhaps even a larger sum. 

Advertisements in the Spirit of the Times, or other papers 
of large circulation, offering the right of sporting upon such 
tracts of land so preserved, would be readily teucen up by 
companies of two or three gentlemen, supposing that due 
reliance could be placed on the strict protection of the game, 
against all interlopers. 

There is no doubt, therefore, but in good game countries 
every farmer owning two hundred acres of land can, by 
combining with bis neighbors to enforce the game laws, re¬ 
alize bis fifty dollars, and from that to a hundred a year, 
without the expense of a dollar, or half an hour’s trouble. 

I know myself at least fifty gentlemen, who would gladly 
combine in parties of three, four and upwards, to hire the 
privilege of exclusive shooting on good tracts of sporting 
ground. I would myself willingly enter into such combina¬ 
tions; and should any farmers think this suggestion worthy 
of notice, would gladly assist them in negotiating such ar¬ 
rangements. 

I have no hesitation in saying, that for certain tracts of 
land, such as portionsof the drowned lands in Orange coun¬ 
ty, New York; the Big Piece on the Passaic river; the Long 
Meadow, the Little Piece in the same vicinity; the Chatham 
meadows in New Jersey, the quail grounds near Sparta, in 
the same State; and the like, it resolutely preserved by the 
joint owners, many thousand dollars annually could be real¬ 
ized, merely for the exclusive right of shooting over them.

Game In the Northwest. 

Biuinkko, Minn , July 20,1S7S. 

Editor CnicAoo Field:— We have just returned to this 
point from a trip over the entire length of the Northern 
Pacific It. li., extending from Duluth (on Lake Superior, 
the eastern terminous) to Bismarck, on the Missouri river, 
and we can confidently state that the prospects for sport 
this Fall among the deer, ducks and grouse are better than 
usual—good as they generally are. 

The snowfall last Winter was very light, and the Winter 
peculiarly mild for this far northern region. Deer conse¬ 
quently wintered well, and are very numerous this Summer. 
Ducks and geese will of course be plentiful; change of tem¬ 
perature, bail storms, or unlimited shooting, seems to have 
had no effect on their ranks. All the way across Dacotah 
every lake and pond-hole had bands of young duckB "scoot¬ 
ing” over the surface. 

About the 1st of September, when the birds begin to ar¬ 
rive from the far North, where they breed, the finest duck 
and goose shooting in the Northwest can be had at Crystal 
Springs, Wapeton, or Fox Lake, in Dacotah, within gun¬ 
shot of the N. P. line. 

In Minnesota, at a dozen points, we were told by men 
who know, that the grouse crop (ruffed and sharp tailed) 
was immense. Spring opened early; there have been no 
heavy rains or hail-storms, and few prairie fires, conse¬ 
quently the birds had a fair show to rear their broods, 
which are already nearly large enough to afford sport—cer¬ 
tainly quite large enough to aggravate our dog and gun 
men, as they get up and go humming off over the prairie, 
followed by various remarks, prominent among whtch can 
be heard: "You wait till the 15th of August," The close 
season on ” sharp-tails” oEpiras on the 15th of August, and 
then the “slaughter of the innocents" will commence. 


then the “slaughter of the innocents” will commence. 
Ruffed grouse shooting legally commences September 1st, 
but ns they are often found in the <>sk openings and hazel 
brush, where the sharp-tail abounds, we fear that many a 
one of these gallant birds will be brought to bag before that 
time, and counted as a sharp-tail.

That this i* the view of the matter be 
bos bhn*elf taken, is manifest from his silence for so long a time after 
the Tribune had published the scandalous charge upon hi* authority. 

Of course the Jackson association, ha* no right to complain of Mr. G._ 
when In his card he withdraws, or denies having made the charge of 
unfairness and corruption against their management, and substitute* 
therefore, a charge of falsltv against the Tndu»*. But Mr. G„ ack¬ 
nowledges that after “this second dose of foul driving," h* 
did indulge in some severe criticisms upon our association. It would! 
be too harsh not to accept the partial apology his card suggest* 
for these crltlclslms. viz.: Bodlne'* failure to win, and we are coofidcaft 
all good-natnred turfmen will Join with us in forgiving him when they 
remember the irritating circumstances under wnich the words were 
spoken. Mr. Goodrich's last previous appearance at Jackson, had been 
at our meeting of 1875. at which Bodlne was an easy winner of 01 w 
“free-to all.“and Mr. G. was in the best of temper. Ue circulated a suiuLM 
boy through the grand-stand and In the quarter stretch, selling to lodlre 
aud rustic* cards, having photographs of the Great Horse, "the property 
of Mr. Goodrich,” upon one aide, and upon the other the long list if 
premiums he had won. amounting to many thousands of dollars. Sooa 
after that race. Bodlne had beeu retired for the season to make his fire* 
reappearance before the same audience at our meeting of '76, and tlw 
plain expectation was that the first money of onr free to-all was to hetufi 
the list of winnings upon the photograph which the small boy was iw» 
sell lu 1877. To be compelled to forego this was a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment, and consider too, that daring the seasons of "71 and "75 Bodins- 
had beeu a constant winner; indeed, he never failed to pufc 
Into his owner’s pocket a large share of the nurse, 
aud It was only necessary to provide means to get to the race*, lfodlttr 
was sure to furnish the money to pay expenses and leave a large balancw 
beside*. Mr. Goodrich cam* to Jackson this year In continuation off 
the same programme, and It did not have the effect to calm a temper 
naturally Irascible, for Mr. Goodrich to be compelled to borrow mon «9 
to pay bis expenses and get home. Remembering these things we 
ought not to hold Mi. G. to strict accountability for hasty words spoke* 
Just after Bodlne crossed the score fourth to Frank Reeves, GarfleM 
and Badger Girl.

Burges’ Reply to Whitman. 

Hill* dale, Mich.. July *24,1876. 

Editor Chicago Field :-Mr Whitman'* reply to my article on 
bench ihowi 1r before me, and it Ir evident from the Reverity of hie 
Htyle that he regarded my remarkR a« personal. On the contrary. I 
wrote only against what I deem an u»terly falne principle, quoting Mr. 
W.'h opinion a* I might any other, simply an a Rtartlng point. Peraonal 
controverRiea will do no good to the cause we all have at heart; any 
one may. however, state hi* view* on the matter at ln*ue and claim for 
ihem the courteous consideration of hi* fellowi. I grant to all othera 
what l auk for rayaelf. and as I believe Mr. Whitman to be of the same 
mind, the preaent ralaundenitanding goes for naught, and I write to 
"how what 1 deem errors in hi* theories.

been thoroughly disappointed. I see lu all other breeds of 
animal* the beneficial effects of breeding from pure sti»ck. and I 
believe the same will produce like results In our dogs. To test this 
iiuestion I have brought to my kenuel dog* costing me more money 
than any other man in America has paid. Rob Roy alone cost me here 
un even thousand dollars, and 1 should not have gone to this expense If 
1 had believed there was owe dog of native blood In the couutry his 
equal as a sire. I have, therefore, at least as large an Interest at stake 
J auy one in shows and trials, and am justified in wishing to see them 
'placed upon a fair footing. I did not claim the consideration of pedi¬ 
grees at shows because without ihem I feared Imported dogs .could uot 
win prUes from native animals, but because their pedigrees are not 
more “reports" thao proof of quality, since they refer back to dogs 
whose performance is a matter of public record. Is a dogs record 
abroad to be deemed of no value here because it did not pass the criti¬ 
cism of American judges? Why not. upon the same principle, reiect 
the pedigrees and performance of the thoroughbred stallion* which of 
old were Imposed to improve our racing stock?

mouth and let him follow you about Tor a few moment*; then take It 
from bln. and again place ft lu his month. letting him follow you shout 
us he ore; then gel him to lake it from your hand. Do not try to teach 
him too much at a time, but just lot hint get a little accnatomed to the 
fciithers- after a few days get him to pick it up and Anally make him 
fetch It in the same way as be did any other object. If be Is disposed 
to bite the bird, humor him ror a few days until be is not afraid of It; 
then compel him to bring It carefully Sometime* a high bred dog 
will be a little hard mouthed for a few days on account of nervousness 
hut as soon as he gels accustomed to carrying the bird, a repltltion of 
this act abould he checked. By putting on the clieck collar, and plac¬ 
ing the bird In hl» mouth, you will havu no trouhle to make him keep tils 
jaws steady, by checking and using the word carefnll every time he 

iloses his month on the bird. When Ihe collar 1- taken off. use only 
the word "carefulwhen he Is ahont to pick up the bird watch him

THE SARATOGA REGATTA. 

The glory of Saratoga is departed, and there is every 
probability that the inter collegiate regatta will not again be 
rowed on Saratoga lake. People are becoming weary of 
wailing on the caprice of the tickle breezes that to-day are 
not, and to-morrow lash the surface of the lake into wild 
turmoil, rendering it unsafe for shells to put out upon its 
surface. The mere fact that six colleges only—Cornell, 
Harvard, Columbia, Princeton, Union and Wesleyan—w/rc 
represented in the chief race when compared with the array 
of the previous year, speaks volumes on the fate of the 
regatta, which is further assured by tho withdrawal of 
Harvard from the association. On July 10th, the day 
appointed for the race, the elements combined to make the 
meeting more unpopular, for after the long dusty drive 
through a broiling atmosphere heavy with driving dust, 
the crowds of heated sight-seers saw only the wind tossed 
lake, and knew that there would be no race. On the follow¬ 
ing day, however, as if to give evidence of the uncertainty 
of the state of the water, not the feeblest zephyr troubled 
the surface of the lake that lay in mirror-like stillness and 
reflected back the glare of the sun to make the heat more 
Intense. After the usual, and seemingly indispensable 
delay, the six long shells darted away together, and twelve 
lines of bubbling swirls were left rapidly behind, and at a 
glance it was clear that Cornell’s seasoned crew would win. 
They pulled long, steadily and well, and held their lead with 
ease; Columbia might have done well for second place, 
but her course was erratic, and Harvard earned second 
honors wherewith to retire from the contests. Union did 
well and pulled in strong, workmanly style, but Wesleyan 
dragged through the water, whilst Princeton made much 
ado about very little, clipping the stroke off short 
in the middle. The official time was: Cornell, 17:01*; 
Harvard, 17:05*;Columbia, 17:181; Union, 17:27*; Wesleyan, 
17:58*; Princeton, 18:10*. , 

Not desiring to risk further delays, the single 
scull race was at once prepared for, and after a brief 
interval the four competitors got away. In an instant, 
Francis of Cornell took the lead and showed his ability to 
take advantage of the good schooling he had received from 
the umateur champion by rowing away in very neat style to 
win by four lengths in 13:42|; Danforth of Harvard won the 
second place from the big representative—Parmelee—of 
Princeton, who was entirely exhausted; Weeks of Princeton 
brought up the rear. A little after noon, the three fresh¬ 
men’s crews were at their marks, and, after a false start 
owing to some hitch in the Harvard boat, they got away 
together, Cornell and Columbia going off with a rapid 
stroke; Columbia could not maintain this long, and was 
rapidly passed by Harvard, when a weary rower "caught a 
crab,” leaving the latter to pursue the leading boat. 
Cornell preserved her high pressure to the end, though 
finishing rather raggedly, to win by a clear two lengths. 
Thus ended the Saratoga regatta of 1878. The wigners and 
losers, the show and the sight-seers rapidly removed them¬ 
selves from the locality, thankful that the weariness was over. 

The Sycamore Mertino.— 1 Tuesday, the first day of the 
Summer meeting of the Sycamore Driving Park Associa¬ 
tion, opened with the most flattering promises, the weather 
being fine, the entries numerous, and the attendance good. 
Trotting commenced at 2 o'clock, with the 8:20 class. 
Janesville and Primrose were first and second choice, but 
Battler won the heat and race, Primrose second, Vira third 
and Janesville fourth. Five heats were trotted. Time, 
2:42, 2:42*, 2:39*, 2:83*. 2:40. 

The next race was the 2:48 class, which with eight start 
ers was won by Arkansas Bob, with J. M. Botts, Jr., second, 
Hickory third and Kitty Fisk fourth. Bob won in three 
straight heats in 2:41*, 2:42 and 2:89. 

The next, the running race, heats, was won by Jones’ 
filly, beating Alice Ward, Ada Lambert, Willie G., Pompey 
.Smash and Gypsy Queen. Previous to the race Alice Ward 
was first choice, Ada Lambert second. Pompey stumbled 
and fell, injuring his rider severely but not seriously. 
Gypsy Queen fell over Pompey, but not to injure her rider. 
Alice Ward got second money, Ada Lambert tijird, and 
Willie G. fourth. 


HOISTED BY THEIR OWN PETARD. 

In the two-mile dash running race at Dexter Park hist 
Thursday, Preston in the pools sold a big favorite over 
Vicksburg, Falmouth and War Jig. bringing $120 lo Vicks¬ 
burg’s $45, and Fulmouth and War Jig in the field, $45. 
There bein^quite an interval between the last race and this, 
several thousand dollars were staked on the result, indeed, 
it seemed to be the betting race of thc-day. The Paris Mu- 
tuels, which had been doing but poorly during the trotting 
races, were doing a lively business, the odds being the same 
as in the auction pools. All at once the tune was changed 
from Preston one, Preston two, to Vicksburg ten, Vicks¬ 
burg five, Vicksburg eight, and in a few moments Vicks¬ 
burg was even with Preston, and the echo of the auction¬ 
eer’s voice from the auction pool stand told 
us “ now 1 have sold Vicksburg first choice, 
what am l offered for second*’’ The Preston backers turned 
pale and looked at each other; what does that mean, passed 
from one to the other with no respousive explanation, until 
one individual] whispered to a party standing near us, "buy 
Vicksburg, its fixed sure; the Vicksburg party bought 
all they wanted at the odds, and then let their friends in, 
who, in their anxiety to have some of it bid against each 
other, and have made him a favorite.” Tho advice, fortu¬ 
nately for the party advised,catnc too late; the horses were at 
the score; in a second a stentorian voice announced, they re 
off, shut down the pools," (the Paris Mutucls). They were 
bound to get it all. 

Two anxious parties watched the horses as 
they ran locked the greater part of the race; 
coming up the.homc stretch, Vicksburg showed ahead for 
a second, but whip and spur brought Preston away and home 
a respectable winner, while equally applied to Vicksburg 
produced no visible response. "Easy after all," "wonder why 
Vicksburg jumped so suddenly a favorite," remarked the 
unnitiated; and every one, winners included, went home, 
except the managers of the fix, who remained behind to have 
a little fun of their own not on tho programme. When the 
multitude was beyond hearing, the solid party made a raid 
on Barnes, the trainer of Preston, and to whom these gentle 
men had given two thousand dollars to pull 
Preston, but which Bames'had put in his pocket, and told 
the rider of Preston, when he mounted him, "now, remember, 
you win this race—run from the start to the finish." “Yes; I 
have got your money and propose to keep it,” replied Barnes. 
“You are a darn lot of thieves; now do your best!” Things 
looked tough for Barnes at one time, for blood was in their 
eyes, and they smarted sorely under their losses; but 
shouldering his gun, and some friends coming to his rescue, 
they concluded discretion to be the better part of valor and 
decamped. Barnes, if reports are to be relied on, escaped 
with his life. They were “hoisted by their own petard,” and 
we hope such will be their fate on every occasion they again 
attempt it. _ 


Tiik Horse Poisoners.— Two men, giving their names as 
Healy, living at Urbana, and Fitzgerald, Grand Rapids, 
Mich., were arrested at Dexter Park, at the instance of Mr. 
Alexander, the owner of Gilt Edge, poisoned at Detroit. 
Fitzgerald was a rubber of Gilt Edge before poisoned. 

Mr. William Boyle immediately telegraphed Mr. Wm. A. 
Owen, Secretary of the Detroit Driving Park Association, 
who placed the matter in Detroit Chief of Police Rogers’ 
hands, who telegraphed that if Healy and Fitzgerald would 
not come without a requisition, he would get one if the evi¬ 
dence was sufficient to convict them. Mr. Boyle sending a 
satisfactory answer, officer Sullivan, of Detroit, came on 
and had an interview with them. They assert 
their innocence and willingness to go to Detroit, and state 
that they were offered fifty dollars by a party whose name 
we refrain from giving at present, to poison a certain horse, 
and fifty more if they succeeded. Mr. Alexander claims to 
have the evidence to convict them. The principal is now 
being sought after and it is hoped he will be arrested. Two 
days aftar the announcement of the poisoning of Gilt Edge 
and George, Mr. Boyle showed us a letter Col. Mansur 
had received from Cincinnati, cautioning him to be on the 
lookout for the individual who had poisoned these horses; as 
he was visiting the race meetings for that purpose; strange 
to say, the name is the very same as that given by the man 
arrested. Flaying alive is a death too humane for such 
incarnate fiends. 

When arrested, on the persons of Healey and Fitzgerald, 
who are paupers in appearance, hardly having a whole gar¬ 
ment, seven dollars was found, which they claim was made 
peddling ice water at Dexter Park. This is rather a fishy 
story, as we do not believe a man could have made twenty- 
five cents retailing that decoction, no matter what success 
he might have met in the sale of some other fluid. 

The St. Loots Tournament.— The St. Louis Tourna¬ 
ment was such a success that it has been determined to give 
another one the first week in October, during the St. Louis 
Fair and Dog Show. It will bo like this, under the auspices 
of the 81. LouU Gun Club and the management of Mr. E. 
T. Martin, assisted by W. W. Judy, of St. Louis. The 
Tournament was advertised in tho Field. 

We see by the score that Mr. Jasper did some good shoot¬ 
ing, while Mr. Smith did not do so well; nor did Mr. Wal¬ 
lace, until the final match, when he began to get into his 
old form. Mr. G. Age did well, as also did Old Destruction. 
A revised edition of the Bt, Louis Directory Is to bp pub¬ 
lished. 


Tire Sahatooa Mketino —On Tuesday the first day of the 
first Summer meeting of the Saratoga Racing Association 
opened under the most favorable circumstances,the weather 
being fine, the attendance good and the track in capital con¬ 
dition.

C. (sister of Kildare), and Madge, with Rolney as first 
choice.

Sultnnu, the favorite, was first, Barricade second and 
Fredcrickstown third. Time, 3:15*. 

The sweepstakes for all ages, one and one-half miles had 
G. L. Lorillard’s Tom Ochiltree, P. Lorillard’s Parole, and 

D. McDaniels’ Mattie A. Tom Ochiltree was tho favorite 
at three to one, but was beaten two lengths by Parole; Mat- 
tie A, third. Time, 2:12*. 

The last race, and fourth of the day, for a purse of five 
hundred dollars; a dash of one and one-half miles, brought 
out Piccolo, Paladin, Osage, ondGrey Nun (formerly Lizzie 
R). They came in Piccolo, first; Paladin, second: Osage, 
third. Time, 2:43|. Grey Nun was in one of her ugly 
moods, and was left at the post. 

THE DEXTER PARK MEETING. 

The two last days of the second Summer meeting at Dex¬ 
ter Park were, like the two first and those of the first meet¬ 
ing, attended with the fullest success as to the quality of 
the races, the attendance, tho proper conduct of the vis¬ 
itors and the general management; indeed, never 
do we remember having witnessed more enjoyable 
sport, and we are confident that those who] went from here 
to Cleveland with the intention of going through the Septila¬ 
teral will at the close or the seasou reiterate our statement. 
At no time was there anything to which the most, fastidious 
could object; a noticeable feature was the number of 
ladies, among them some of the most respectable in Chicago 
society. Much credit is to be awarded to Colonel Mansur 
for having been able to get out some of our Chicago ladies, 
among whom, strange to say, there is a peculiarly absurd 
prejudice in regard to races.

Park will be as bright us those of any other track, for which 
to the contrary there is no good reason. 

Col. Mansur has not definitely determined, but is think¬ 
ing of giving another meeting in September. 


Obituary.— His numerous friends will regret to learn of 
the death of Mr. E. B. Hambleton, of the Forester Club, 
Buffalo. For a long time Mr. Hambleton had been gradu¬ 
ally wasting awayffrom the disease of which he died—con¬ 
sumption. His death was, therefore, not unexpected, but 
had been looked for even before it took place. With New¬ 
ell, Smith & Hambleton the Foresters presented a team at 
the New York Slate Association meetings which seemed to 
be almost invincible.

This result was foreseen by the club beforehand, 
but with their characteristic sense of fine feeling they wore 
determined to lose the cup with Hambleton, rather than 
hurt his feelings by substituting another, which could have 
been easily dpne. This was the last State meeting at which 
he was present.

THE DOO.—ASTHMA. 

This is an affection of the chest, resembling asthma in 
the hiimun subject, to which old dogs who have led a lazy 
and confined life within doors, or who have become over fat 
from high living are peculiarly subject It is sometimes 
brought on in these by an attack of cold When affected 
with it the dog has a short dry and wheezing cough which 
steals on almost iuqierceptlbly, with a disposition/) cough 
up something from the lungs; the cough at length becomes 
almost incessant and very distressing, and is accompanied 
with the discharge of a frothy mucus and with moist eyes; 
after continuing thus for some time there are occasional fits, 
strangulation, or great emaciation, by which the animal is 
finally destroyed. The cure is extremely dittlcult. especially 
if“the disease*!* allowed to become habitual before it has 
attracted attention. The exercise of the animal shook! be 
regular but gentle and long continued, Ills food moderate 
aud light, principally of milk and vegetable substances, and 
without being exposed to too much cold or dampness; he 
should have free access to pure, fresh air. An occasional 
emetic may probably be of some benefit. One grain of 
emetic tartar with two. three or four grains of calomel, we 
B re told is the best. This dose is adapted to a small dog 
“and may be repeated twice a week frequently with great 
success, always with palliation." If the bowels arc costive, 
give sulphur as a laxative. ... . , ., 

Dogs are subject to various other diseases, but a consid 
cration of these, in a manner which could be serviceable, or 
even intelligible to the shooter, would lead us into details 
that would i ar exceed the limits to which this work isncces- 

fiarily restricted. ., 

It being always much easier to prevent disease, than to 
cure it subsequently to its accession, it behooves therefore, 
every one who is desirous of preserving the health of a val¬ 
uable dog, to pay particular attention to the quality and 
quantity of his food, to his exercise, and to his lodging for 
it is from improprieties in respect to one or other of these 
particulars, that most of the diseases of the canine race will 
be found to originate. ....... 

It is true, that in a state of nature, the dog is found to 
live healthful and strong, upon almost any kind of food, 
hut Id a slate of domestication, such important changes 
have taken place in his constitution and habits, that he will 
almost invariably suffer from unwholesome too much or too 
little ailment. The food of a dog should, therefore, be 
sufficient lo support the strengb of his body, being adapted 
in quantity to hia age and size; it should consist of fresh 
meat with a considerable intermixture of milk, bread, prep¬ 
arations of flour or meal, potatoes, etc.; the cog, at the 
same time, having free access to pure water. 

He is extremely fond of gnawing bones, in which practice, 
after he is a year old, he may, with propriety, be indulged, 
as this habit nas probably some influence upon his health. 
Nothing lends more effectually to destroy the good quali¬ 
ties of a dog, as well as his health, than too much confine¬ 
ment, particularly within doom; few dogs are worth any¬ 
thing who are brought up in the kitchen, stretched in cold 
weather before the tire, or beneath a heated Btove, and hence 
the great difficulty of keeping these animals in the city, for 
while regular exercise is all important, "improper com- 
nanv" with the curs that crowd our streets, has, I had near¬ 
ly said almost as deleterious an effect upon the dog, as 
upon reasoning man. While the dog. therefore, has the 
free range of a large yard, he should, also, be frequently 
taken out in company with his own master, great care 
being taken that in these excursion habits of obedience be 
strictly prevented, particularly in a young animal, prevent¬ 
ing him from flying after poultry, hogs, cattle, etc. 

In regard to lodging, a large ventillated kennel, liberally 
supplied with clean straw, and completely secured from 
cold or dampness, whether arising from the wet nature of 
the grouud.or from the admission of rain, etc., appears to be 
the best. Cleanliness, in the strictest sense of the word, 
must be preserved in the kennel, by having St frequently 
cleansed, and the straw repeatedly changed; to the same in¬ 
tent; the animal should not be fed in his kennel, nor allowed 
to carry into it bones, portions of his food, etc. 

It is asserted, and by good authority, that substituting 
during the summer season, oak shavings for straw as a bed

Of course no true sportsman can have an exponmenuu 
knowledge thus early in the season, but I have, availed my¬ 
self of a thousand sources of information and conclude as a 
general summing up that the prairie chicken shooting will 
be far better this year than for many years past. 

Wet seasons are as a rule bad for praine fowls, but after 
considerable observation I am of the opinion that this is not 
neccessarily the case. . , , 

If, as in the present season, the rains came on early and 
the sloughs are full, the grouse are compelled to nest upon 
high ground such as along hedge rows, etc., and conse¬ 
quently the eggs are out of the way of danger at the later 
rains. This is the precise condition of things in this region. 

I take it that next to hard winters the most destructive 
element that prairie fowls have to contend with, is a dry 
pleasant Spring, followed up by heavy June rains as the 
nests and young are destroyed in the sloughs. 

Last Winter, too, was so open that no trapping could be 
done, while the feeding grounds were all accessible. 

At all events I am satisfied that, with a judicious selee 
tion of locality, as good grouse shooting can be found in 
northern Illinois this season as any reasonable person could 

<le i wUl name some localities with which I am acquainted, 
alt within three to four hours ride by rail from Chicago. 
Anywhere around the borders of Inlet swamps in Lee C ounty 
will be found excellent sport in season; 1 mean in the fields 
and meadows adjacent to the swamp proper, lwo men 
with a brace of good dogs can, in any reasonable weather, 
bag from twenty to forty brace per dav within six miles of a 
railroad station. The nearest point is Campton, Lee Go., Ills. 

Good shooting may be also had anywhere around Wmne- 
hago swamp, thirty miles weBt of here. Stop at Walnut or 
Deer Grove on the Mendota and Clinton Kailroad. Au 
unusual quautily of ducks are also hatching on this swamp. 
The water is high and, if the sportsmans tastes are 
diversified, plenty of young mallard shooting may be taken 
in In Ophir Troy Grove and Waltham townships, in 
LaSalle county, will also be found excellent shooting as soon 
as the season opens. Mendota forms a good base of 
operations for these points. T . . , 

Quail are also doing exceedingly well. In a drive of 
twenty-five miles the other day, fsaw at least twenty pairs 
playing in the road. There is nothing doing in the sporting 
line just here at present, but dogs are being groomed and 
guns cleaned, while a fierce glitter may be seen in the eye 
of the expectant shootist, who is lying low for August 15th. 

Just below LaSalle and Peru good bags of woodcock are 
being made. One day last week Frank Mason and friend 
got 27 in half a day. A day or two following, Williamsun 
and McComber brought in 31. •b. 1C C.

Editor Chicago Field.— 1 confess to a fondness f ( „ 
guns since I killed my first game, a rabbit, with a load of 
wood screws in place of shot; it was making its best elfort 
with a dog after it when I shot it. I was a boy then, ov< ;( 
thirty yean ago; powder and shot were not so easily 0 h. 
tained in those days—that is, the wherewith to buy jt ; „ 
quarter of a pound of |>owder, and two and a half pound# 
of shot made mo feel rich. Soon after killing the rabbit 1 
came in possession of a weapon, price $5, a flint-lock 
smooth-bore rifle, barrel 40 inches in length, (there muw 
have been a mania for long barrels at the time it was made). 
The slock was ornamented with dozens of brass uails, with 
large heads. It was said to be the identical gun used by 
Block Hawk; but it did good service with a rest at standing 
game; large game and wild fowl, which, then being very 
numerous, wo never thought of shooting at a single quail, 
pigeon, or any small game; nothing less than a prairie 
chicken, ruffed grouse, or duck. But those times are past; 
now most of our game is killed on the wing; and quail, oui 
standard game, with wild fowl and snipe inFallandSpring. 
What a sportsman now needs in the shape of a gun, is a 
light and effective breech-loader; this is my experience. 
Why this mania at the present time for heavy guns, when 
there is no larger game than what 1 have mentioned, is past 
my comprehension; probably some one of the numerous 
readers of the Field can enlighten me. 

A few years ago, when breech-loaders first came in use, I 
thought nothing but a heavy gun would do. 1 procured 
one and lugged it for two seasons. 1 then got one weigh¬ 
ing 8 lbs. Ilhought this just the weight, but after carrying 
it all day I found it rather heavy. 1 then got a 7-lb. gun; 
am now using it—the most effective gun I have ever shot on 
small game and wild fowl. Some wilt say, this gun will 
not answer for shooting pigeons from the trap. Why not! 
Would it not look more sportsmanlike lo use such guns at 
the trap than guns weighing from 0 to 14 lbs., using 6 
drachms of powder and li oz. of shot to kill a pigeon at 21 
yards rise Such guns and charges may do for men who 
make a living by killing pigeons, but for sportsmen to be 
usiug such guns, are they not a little unsportsmanlike? 
But then, this is only the opinion of one raised in the back- 
woods. Let us heai from some-of the readers of the Field 
on this question, and oblige^ Back Woods.

Sober Sam on Game and Pot Hunters. 


It is likewise said that if the dog be rubbed with powdered 
chalk, and brushed and combed once or twice a week, he 
will thrive much better; this proceedure clearing his skin 
from grcaae, filth, and vermin, the animal will also be less 
liable to many diseases, particularly the mange. 

Of culling the earn, and docking the rati, of dogs, I have 
said nothing, like forming, they are believed, from the best 
of reasons, to be not only cruel and useless- but absolutely 
injurious practices, particularly the first, which counteracts 
one of the very purposes nature has intended to fulfil, by 
the length of the external ear. 

There is a species of insect common in woods, and among 
bushes, called the dog fly, which are particularly trouble- 
* some to dogs by fixing upon their eare, etc., from 
which they can scarcely be driveu without 

being killed. The sting of these flies Is very 

severe, and produces a blister at. the part upon which it is 
inflicted. In externai form, etc., the insect very much re- 
semhles the large flat black fly, so annoying to cattle The 
best means of guarding the dog against the bites of these 
animals is to anoint his cars and neck, before he is taken 
into the field, with tar, a solution of aloes in water, or the 
juice or decoction of some bitter or resinous plant; for this 
purpose the tops of tut* flr tree, the leaves of the walnut or 
chestnut, and the various species of dock are recommended. 

To a man of sense and humanity it is scarcely necessary 
to speak against the brutal practice of kicking a dog on his 
sides and flanks, striking him over the head and back with

Editor Chicago Field —The prospect for chicken shoot¬ 
ing in this section never was better; the season has been 
very favorable for a large hatch, snd the young birds are 
reported very numerous. I have been informed by a gen- 
tleman who resides in the vicinity of Bheldoo, 111., that 
large numbers are being killed now; also, that a party living 
in the vicinity of Francisvilie, has gone into the pot shoot¬ 
ing business in earnest, having erected on his premises a 
large ice-house, aud made every arrangement for handling, 
packing, and shipping birds; that be has had shooters out 
for the past three weeks, who average about nine dozen 
voung birds a day; these are packed in ice and shipped lo 
the New York market, billed as woodcock. It strikes me 
that here is a good job for the Illinois Slate Sportsmen s 
Association. The quail shooting also promises good; I have 
repeatedly noticed large covies of young birds. I hear good 
reports from all directions; the familiar music of bob-white 
can be heard on every side. Owing to the unfavorable 
weather for shooting last Fall, it being wet and very disagrea- 
ble, large numbers of birds were 
over; they, with the present hatch, will 
make the birds numerous enough for good sport. 
Should any of the Chicago sportsmen contemplate a raid 
on the quail, let them visit say, Converse, Jonesboro or 
Hartford, Ind., and they will not be disappointed. Mr. 
Longworth invited me up to take a peep at Ills canine aris¬ 
tocracy, four dogs and one bitch puppy, out of his red Irish 
bitch, Nelly (native), by Easlhau’s (Bradford, O.) red Irish 
dog tfrank. Frank is out of a bitch imported by Dr Rob¬ 
inson, of Pittsburg, Pa., by Lc Moyne's (Chicago) old York, 
the latter well and favoably known in your city Y ork whs 
clear white, ami true to nature; four of Nelly s puppies 
show white with red cars.

Epitor CniCAOO Fiki.D:— In your issue of this week I 
have read with no little interest “Forrester’B” article on the 1 
“quail,” in which he speaks so particularly as to Us t 
migratory habits. For a number of years I have noticed a 
the habits of this beautiful and, with me, favorite bird, and 3 
cannot resist the temptation to give a few lines to 
the Fiki.u as to the results of my observations in » 
Central Illinois of the migration of the quail. 1 
desire it particularly understood by all that I have 
no intention of doubting or questioning any such authority 
as Mr. F., desiring simply to add my “ouota’ as I feci we. 

all ought. 1 cannot bring myself to the belief that the quail 

is a migratory bird, as is understood by sportsmen paiticu- 
larly; the term migratory, as generally applied, signifies the 
passage of certain birds semi-annually, and 1 know of no 
one who will allow the quail has ever been known to 
migrate but once a year. I think “Alpha" expresses it 
more fully when he describes them as “ crazy and 
rumbling ” Crazy they surely seem. I have seen them in 
towns fly pell-mell against trunks of trees, fences, houses, 
or anything that happened to stand in the way of their 
seemingly mad flight. I remember of having seen one fly 
directly against the door of a bouse and drop dead on the 
step Many times have I seen them sitting on houses anil 
barns, almost invariably alone, with a “crowd of boys 
veiling and shoutiDg around them, throwing stones and 
shooting at them with bows and arrows. These singular 
freaks lead me to believe ulmost that they must be crazy . 

I have never seen them migrating in any numbers, always 
noticing them ns either alone or never to exceed three or 
four together. Mr. F. speaks of them as assembling in 
large numbers during their migration I have never 
noticed more than 25 or 30 in a bunch, and have occasionally 
found flocks of that number, but “never" migrating, always 
later than the period of their crazy fits. As to the cause of 
this to me peculiar habit of the quail, in my mind there can 
be two; It may be that the natural instinct leads them to 
! search for fresher and belter feeding grounds as Winter 
approaches; and certain it is that wUb us they seek heavier 
1 cover, getting close to the timber; but 1 am readier to bc- 
; Heve that the cause of their “unsettled state” for a few 
‘ days in the Fall is the sudden change in the weather, as 
■ here our cold weather is usually forerun by a few days of 
1 very blustering weather, at which time, I have noticed is 
invariably the period of the migration of the quail, when 
5 you begin to notice them about town. I am not of the 
, opinion that they move any distance; have noticed bevies 
^ repeatedly in their change of base as it were, and have

How THkOvsTkB Builds.— A poor, weak thing Is 
the body of an oyster, apparently incapable of doing 
anything at all. Yet wliat a marvellous houae be 
builds around his delicate frame. W hen an oyster 
is first born he is a very simple, delicate dot, *a it 
were, and yet he U born with two shells upon him 
For some unknowu reason he always fixes himself 
on his ronnd shell, never by his fiat shell, and being 
once fixed he begins to grow but he only grow, in 
Bummer. Inspect an oyter closely, and it will be 
seen that it is marked with distinct lines. As the 
rings we observe in the section of a trunk of * tree 
denotes years of growth, so do the markings on an 
oyster shell tell us how many years he has passed u 
his "bed" at the bottom of the sea. The way In 
which an oyster grows hit shell Is a P r c"y “'Kbt. 
The beard of an oyster Is not only his breathing or¬ 
gan. viz.: his lungs, but also his feeding organ, by 
which he conveys his food to his complicated mouth, 
with its four lips. When the warm, calm days of 

Jutu- come^lhe oyster opens hi. shell and b, means 

of bis heard begin, building an additional story to 
his bouse. This be does by depositing very 
due particles of cnrbouute of lime, till at last they 
form a substance as thin as silver paper, and ex¬ 
ceedingly fragile. 'Then he adds more and more, 
till at last the new shell Is as hard as the old shell. 
When ovlers are growing their shells Ihey most be 
handled very carefully, as the new growth of 
shell will col like broken glass, and a wound on the 
finger from an oyster shell is very ofte n poisonous.
